aſe too much the worth and me- 
rits of the blood of Chriſt, and 
to ecſtceme his ſatisfaction: as a 
thing of nought. For it is he only 
that was able to ſatisfic the fame, 
for them that have obtained free 
mercy. And to alledge as the 
doe,that the Phyſicke is ——_— 
but that we muſt drink it : That it 
is true, that we receive all good 
things from the blood of Chriſt, 
but we-muſt apply it, is.to no 
purpoſe. For our penall works 
arc 
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are not the means wherby we may 
PpIy unto our fſclves the vertue 
an efficacy oftheblood of Chriſt. 
It is by faith that he is apprehen- 
ded and applyed unto us. For as 
the body is ted and nouriſhed by 
means of the corporall mouth, 
that receiverh and apprehendeth 
the food. So the ſfoule is nouri- 
ſhed and ſuſtained by Faith that 


receiveth and apprehendeth our 


Lord Jeſus Grit and his merits, 
n 


by which onely means Chriſt is 
om unto it for it's ſpirituall 
ood. 


In a word, I maintain that it is 
altogether impoſlible fora man to 
fatisfie the Juſtice of God. Yea, 
even for all men put together, to 
ſatisfie it for the leaſt finne, whe- 
ther for the guilt, or for the pu- 
niſhment. For God is infinite, he 
therefore that offends him , dec- 
ſerves an infinite and an Etcrnall 

D 4 puniſh- 
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puniſhment. Puniſhments ought 
- k© be according to the offences 
And the offences,according to the 

liry of the perſons 
And to alledge, that Eternall pw 
niſhments are rurned into Tem- 

rall, is as vain and ridiculous, 
For Gods Juſtice being infinite, 
cannc be ſatisfied but by an inh- 
nite puniſhment. And if God 
through ' his mercy remits any 
ching unto the ſinger, he will not 
doe 1t by halfes. 

Therefore they conſider the Ju- 
ſtice of God, and the deſert of 
ſinne very ill, when as they think 
fo be able ro fatisfic the ſame, and 
that by ſuch means,as ſhould open 
the gates of Heaven to the rich, 
rather than to the —_ For the 


principall means they appoint un- 
to man to ſatisfie Gods Juſtice 
withall,for the puniſhment of fins, 
isro buy pardons and Ro 
O 
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of the Pope, and to the 
Churh; the which indeed the rich 
may do,but not the poore: V her- 
wa it will follow, that we muſt 
fay quite contrary to that - Hye 
Chriſt ſaith, Bleſſed are the 
for to ſuch is the N oenoms of H 
ven, Math. 
Our Adv urie doe bring in 
ſome places of Scriptureto 
their pretended ſatisfaions ; bur 
againſt their true ſence : as that of 
Apoſtle to the Hebrews, whom 
the Lord loveth, he chafteneth , and 
eth every ſonne whom be reces- 
ohh ge 6. 
ſay that Pavid ha- 
vin nl his fin to Nathan, 
did nevertheleſſe, bear the puniſh- 
ment of his fin, it being ſaid unto 
him, The ch1ilde that is borne unto 
thee, ſtall furehy die, 2.Sam. 12. 14. 
and divers other places, where it 
is ſaid thatGod chaſtiſeth his chil- 
dren. I an+ 
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I anſwer, That in all theſe pla- 
ces there is not a word ſpoken of 
ſatisfying Gods rr who in- 
deed trycth his children, and fa- 
therly chaſtiſeth them, not to (a- 
risfie his Juſtice, but to corre 
them and make them wiſer for the 
time to come, ſhewing them and 
making them feele how much fin 
is dif} a unto him. 

There is two forts of Judge- 
ments of God;the one of revenge, 
the other of correion : by the 
one, God puniſheth his enemies, 
confounding them in his wrath. 
Dawi14 prayeth he might not be 
pen in this kind. Zord, faith 

1C,yebube me not in thine anger, net- 
ther chaſtiſe me tn thy hot diſpleaſure, 
Pſal.6.2. By the other of corre- 
tion, God doth nat chaſten to 
caſt away and to deſtroy, bur to 
admoniſh his children, and make 
the to profitunto repentance. He 
chaſtened

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chaſtened David fatherly, when he 
took away his childe, and Sas/ in 
Juſtice, in taking away his king- 
dome from him. 

The Faithfull are alſo called to 
ſuffer in this life, for to follow the 
ſteps of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
For even hereunto were yee called 
ſaith S. Peter, becauſe Chriſt alſo 
ſuffered for you, leaving us an exam- 
ple that yee ſhould follow his ſteps, 
1.Epiſt.2.21. eAl,, ſaith S, Paul, 
that will liye godly in (Chriſt Jeſus, 
ſball ſuffer perſecation,z.Tim: 3.12. 
In the world yee ſhall bave tribula- 
tion, faith our Lord to his Diſci- 
ples, Jobn 16.33. And in another 
place, whoſoever taketh not bis croſſe, 
and followes after me, he is not werthy 
of me, Math. 10. 38. Therefore 
the pains and afflitions that be- 
fall the Faithfull are not to ſatisfie 
the Juſtice of God, neither for 
the guilt, noc for the mmm”

That a max not being able to ſate[- 
fie the Juſtice of God for brs own 
ſpnnes, cannot by conſequent ſa- 
trifie for the finnes of others, 


ur Adverſaries have not 

been contented to tcach, 

that a man is able to fati(- 

fe the Juſtice of God for rhe pu- 
niſhment due to his own finnes : 
but have gone 2 great deale far- 
ther, and are come © ſuch # height 
of abſurdity, as to reach, That one 
man may fſatisfie for another : and 
chat God accepteth for the fati(- 
faction of the one, wharſoever is 
done by the other. Now,to give 
ſome colour to thas _

Whence it appeares plainely, that 
aman is not able to keepe him- 
ſelfe one day withour offendin 
his God : That he. hath finne al 
wayes dwelling in him, and con- 

ly that he cannot wholly 
fatisfie he juſtice of God. 

Ina word, I aske of theſe Do-

and repleniſhed with. theſe ſuper- 
abundant fatisfattions : of which 
treaſureHis Holineſſe is theGuar- 
dian, and may diſtribute them to 
thoſe that have not ſatisfied ſufh- 
cicntly. 
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iently. And it is here that they 
make Chriſt a little Saint, that no 
body can know among the reſt of 
the Saints : Behold we here how 

they argue,to cloak this Do&rin. 
aint Peter and Saint Pal, (fay 
they) about the latter end of their 
life, had done ſo many painefull 
works, that they had fully accom- 
pliſhed their fatisfation : Afer 
that, they ſuffered martyrdome , + 
this martyrdomewas a good work 
done in Grace. Theretore it was 
fatisfatory and meritorious. Bur 
ſo is it, that it was not ſatisfato- 
ry for them : for they had alrea- 
dy wholly and fully ſatisfied. It 
was therefore a worke of ſuper- 
erogation. And ſo may one ſay 
of ſomany other Saints, beſides 
the infinite ſatisfation of the 
blood of Chriſt and of the Vir- 
gine Marte, who at the very 
point of her death, was found to 
E 2 have 
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have gathercd and heaped up to- 
gether a very great heape of ſa- 
tisfaftions. In ſumme, with the 
paſſion of Chriſt, ſaith Panrga- 
role, Leſſon. 11. Page. 333. inaſ- 
much as it is {atisfaQtory,are joy- 
ned alſo(O horrible im pictyl)the 
paſſion and ſuperabundancies of 
al rhe Saints, wherewith is framed 
..»» the treaſury of the holy mother 
-» Church, to ſupply the want of 
them in whom their owne (atis- 

factory workes arc wanting. 

All this being builde 

this naughty foundation of their 
retended f{arisfation, which I 
= already refuted by expreſſe 
texts out of the Word of God, 
and invincible reaſons : deſerves 
not a new refut»tion. But what 
Chriſtian man is there that hea- 
ring but ſvch impietics read, 
will not wonder at the patience 
of God ? And ſhall nct ſhiver 
for 
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for teare, to ſee the merits of the 
paſſion of the ſonne of God, thus 
trampled under feet ; and that 
they ſhould make of him a little 
Saint, that no man can know a- 
mong ſo many Saints, nor ſever 

his merit and fatisfaftion, from 

ſo many merits and —_— un 
dant tisfactions ! O Doors !\aporr" 
how long will ye trample under JJ. 
feet the merits of the death and.gaabe: 
paſſion of the ſon of God? 

Saint Petey teaches us that there 
i no ſalvation tn any other but tn 
Chriſt Jeſws: eAnd that there is no 
ther name under heaven given unto 
men, whereby wee muſt bee ſaved. 
AR. 4. 1%. Item, To bim grve all 
the Prophets witneſſe, that through 
his Name whoſoever beleeveth in him, 
ſhall receive remiſſion of ſins, At. 
10. 43. and contrariwiſe, theſe, 4 
Do@ors teach _ to __ for + 
ſalvation and remiſhon of ſinnes * 
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in the name of Saints. 

Saint Paul teacheth us that we 
have redemption through the blood of 
(hrift, even the forgiueneſſe of ſins, 
Col. 1.

man is {© tubje& to ſin as that he 
dothnot the good he would, but the 
evill which be would not; Where- 
fore the Prophet Eſay ſaith, That 
we are al as an unclean thing and that 
al our righteouſue es are #8 j:liby rags, 
Efay 64.6. Whence it followerh, 
that they haveno meritatall. For 
what can ſuch polluted works that 
are ſo farre from that perfe&ion 
they ought to have, SE at the 
hands of God ? And though they 
weredone as they ought,yet could 
they deſerve nothing. For a man 
deſerveth nothing in doing that 
which he is bound to doe. er ye 
ſhall bave done all thoſe things which 
* are commanded you ({aithour Lord 
eſus Chriſt) ſay, we are unprofita- 
* ble ſervants,wehavye done that which 

was our duty to doe, Luk.17.10. 
Moreover, whatſoever is given 
us by Grace and Mercy of God, is 
not 
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not given us by the merits of our 
works. if it be of Grace, ſaith Saint 
Paul, it is zo more of works : otber- 
wiſe, Grace is no more Grace, Rom. 
11.6. But the falvation of the 
Faithfull, and the glory that the 
ſhall have in the kingdom of God, 
is given them —_— the Grace 
and mercy of God. Therefore it is 
not given them by the merits of 
their works. 

The ſecond _—_— of this 
Argument 1s alſo proved by many 
expreſle texts out of 'the Word 
of God. eAll bave ſinned, (aith 
S. Paul, being juſtified freely Ly his 
Grace, Rom.3+23-24. By Grace are 
yee ſaved, and that not of your ſelves, 
it 1s tbe gift of God : not of works, 
leaſt any man ſhould boaſt, Epheſ.2, 
8.9. and in another place, But af- 
ter that the kindneſe and loye of God 
our Saviour towards man aypeared, 
ot by works of righteouſneſſe which 


wo 
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we bave dexe., but according to bis 

mercy. he ſaved u« by the m. 7 of 

regeneration, and renewing of the 
Ghoſt, Tit. 3.4+-5- 

In a word, whatſoever abſolves 
and juſtifies us before God , 
from the ſame I ſay, comes all 
our merit ; But it is the onely 
obedience, merit and ſatisfation 
of our Lord Jeſs Chriſt that ab- 
ſolves and juſtifies us before God. 
Therefore, from him alone pro- 
ceedeth all our merit : and if all 
our merit proceeds from Chriſt 
alone, then it followeth, thar it 
doth not procced from our 
works. But the firſt is true: Ther- 
fore the laſt alſo. 

Let our Adverſaries now deny 
as much as they will, That all our 
merit is in one Chriſt alone, and 
let them eſtabliſh other merits in 
their works : as for our ſelves, we 
will remain conſtant to that, being 

aſlured 
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aſſured that by Chriſt his onel 
merits, obedience and fatisfa&i- 
on, we are abſolved and jaſtified 
before God:which thing the Pro- 
phet Eſay teacheth us when hee 
ſaith, That he was wounded for our 
tranſpreſſtons, and that the Loxd 
bath laid on bim the tniquity of u all, 
Efay 53. and fo doth the Apoſtle 
S.Paul, ſaying, That the Mediator 
i one between God and man, the man 
Chriſt Jeſms : who = himſelfe a 
ranſome for all, 1. Tim. 2.5.6. and 
Saint Fob» teacheth it alſo plainly, 
when he ſaith, That Jeſs Chriſt bo 
Righteous 15 the propitration for our 
ſnnes,r.Epiſt.2.2. 

Now our Adverſaries alledge 
certain places of Scripture,which 
ſay, that God rewardeth good 
works: VWherupon they build this 
ſyllogiſme :

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But there is a reward to good 

works,Mat.5.12. ApOc.22.12. 

Therefore there 1s merit, 

I deny the Xajor. Forthereare 
ſome undeſerved rewards, A Fa- 
ther may promiſe his Son a fine 
ſuit of cloathes, if he write a go0d 
coppic : Now that ſonnedeſerves 
not that ſuite of clothes for do- 
ing well that coppie. For what 

rofit cometh to the father there- 
by 2 nevertheleſſe, the father will 
give the promiſed ſuit onely be- 
cauſe of his promiſe. Even ſo 
doth God to his children, gi- 
ving his Kingdome unto them 
without any deſert, but onely be- 
cauſe he hath promiſed it. 

Moreover, a father may be in- 
duced to give the promiſed ſuire 
to his ſonne, becauſe of his du- 
ty in doing his coppie well, give- 
ing his father content by that 
mcanes. But none of the faithtull, 

. can 
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can doe their duty towards God. 
All have ſinned, faith Saint Paul, 
Rom. 3.23. and whoſoever, ſaith 
Saint James, offendeth in one point 
of the Law, be u guilty of all. am. 
2.10, All therefore are puiltie 
of the breach of the whole Law. 
For who is he that hath nor fay- 
led in ſome one point or other 
of the Law ? And therefore our 
Adverſaries are very farre wide 
of that pretended merit they doe

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A_ DoGrine which 15 ablolutely 
falſe, as I ſhall prove hereafter 
out of diverſe expreſle places, and 
neceſſary conſequences drawne 
out of the Word of God. 

Firſt of all then, wee aske of 
them one expreſle text out of the 
Word of God, or one ,neceſſary 
conſequence, drawne out of the 
ſame for the proofe of this do 
rine. There they ſtand as mute as 
fiſhes : Behold then a, do@rine 
that hath neither prop nor foun- 
dation in the Word of God, but 
is meerely. invented by men 4- 
gainſt the, Word of God, as, 1 
will ſhew hereafter. And albeit 
it: were not .contrary unto, the 
ſame ; 1 yet; maintaine that it 
ought to bee rejefted of every

ſhip him by them. Thar puts them 
into 4 grievous rage, and makes 
them preſently to fall to rayling 
in ſtead of anſwering. 

We aske them again, who __

told them,that God may be repre- 
ſenredby Images of Gold, Silver, 
Wood and Stone. God is a Spirit, 
ſaith Chriſt, and thoſe that worſhip 
him, muſt worſhip him in Spirit and 
Trath, John 4.24. God is infinite 
and incomprehenfible,therfore he 
cinotbe reprefented by ſuch matc- 
rial] and corporal! thipgs, it being 
an horrible blaſphemy to go abour 
to repreſent the God-head with 
ſuch things. Wherefore the Pro- 
phet Eſay cryeth aloud againſt 
ſuch Idolaters :To whom then will 
ee liken God? or what likeneſſe will 

ee compare him unto ? or to whom 

ſkall 7 be equal, ſaith the holy One ? 
Lift up your eyes on high, and behold 
who hath Created theſe things, Eſay 
40.18.25. 26. And the Apoſtle 
Saint Paul faith, That profeſtng 
themſelyes to be wiſe , they became 
fooles, and changed the Glory of the 
uncorruptible God, into an Image 
G mad: 
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macle like i0 COrriuy ible 1 414, and to 
Birds and foure-feoted Bea(ls, Rom, 
L. 33. 23» 

The adoration of Pula, which 
they give unto Saints,cannot chuſe 
but be a great (inne, and Idolatry:; 
For this adoration 1s made with- 
out ay warrant out of the Word 
of God, and by Conſequent,done 
without Faith , which cannot be 
but ſinneand Idolatry. 

In ſumme, Our Adverſaries are 
greater Idolaters in worſhipping 
of their Images, than the Pagans 
and ancient Idolaters were. For 
thoſe had not the knowledge of 
thetrue God, and were not taught 
and inſtructed by bis Word. Be- 
ſides, They worſhipped the Ima 
ges of things which they belcevel 
to be gods 25 of Fuptter, Hercules, 
Apollo, Juno, Venus, Diana, and o 
thers. But theſe Idolaters bere, 
ſee by the Word of God, how 

much 
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much Idolatry is in abomination 
» unto the Lord: and nevertheleſſe, 
they worſhip theImages of things, 
which as themſelves confeſle are 
no gods,as of the true Croſſe,of the 


Y: BVirgin Mary, of Saint Fraxcts, of 


- BSaint Domzinzch, and others : and 
are come fo farre even as to wor- 
ſhip Tabernacles, Boxes, and ſuch 
other like things. But if any man 
thinke that I accuſe them wrong- 
fully, and lay to their charge that 
which they doe not teach : Let 
him take the paines to reade their 
Canons and Books, and namely, 
the Leſſons of. Frances P anigarolle, 
ar arenowned Dotor amongſt them, 

*£ and he ſhall finde, that the Pagans 
| never came.to ſuch a height of 
ldolatry. 
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That foure rules ſhew unto w, that 
theres a Figure 11 theſe word: 
T!:is is my body, Ard that the 
T ranſ«bſtantiation of the bread 
into the body of (briſt,ts contrary 
unto the truth of God,and deſtroys 
the 'bamane nature of Chyif." 
Item;That in all Sacraments,the 
word, 1s, is put for ſtgnifieth, o 
repreſenreth. 


Y that which hath been fail 
B already, It appeareth plain- 

ly, That the. Doctrine of 
our Adverſaries 15a her con- 
trary untothe W ord of God, and 
therfore it is no wonder, that they 
have forſaken the light,for ro hide 
themſelves under the darkneſſc of 
a Tradition and unwritten Word. 
It is true, they boaſt much of 
theſe 
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heſe Words, This ts my body : and 
nake a ſhew to ſticke cloſe to 
hoſe Foure ſmall Werds of the 
oſpel, upon which words they 
vill not admit of any Figure or 
nterpretation, but will rake them 
it the bark of the Letter, to draw 
put of the fame a Dodrine con- 
rary unto the Analogy of Faith, 
ind that wholy deſtroyeth the hu- 
nane nature of our Lord Jeſus 
hriſt.

By the third rule, it appeareth 
alſo clearely, that thele words, 
This is my body, are to be under- 
ſtood figuratively. For as it is 
impoſſible that twice tio be not 
foure, but three muſt bee the 
firſt odde number umpire : So it 
i5 likewiſe impoſſible, That a true 
body be in divers places at once. 
But the body of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt is a true body, Lite unto 
his brethren in all things, {inne ex- 
cepted, faith the Apoſtle, Heb. 2. 
17. Therefore it cannot be in dt- 
vers places at Once. 

Our Adverſarics would faine 
cover themſelves with the omnt- 

potency 
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potency of God, but it is in vain : 
for the queſtion is of his will, and 
nor of his power. Bur it was his 
will that his Sonne ſhould rake a 
true humane body, and by Conle- 
quent,that he ſhould be in one,and 
nor in divers places. 

It is moſt true, That God is om- 
nipotent ; but he doth not all rhat 
he 1s able to do. For he couldrranſ- 
forme the Pope intoa monſter ha- 
ving ſeven heads, and ten hornes, 
and al his Diſciples into Graſhop- 
pers : but he doth not doe it. 

In a word, He will not have the 
body of his Sonne to be in divers 
places at once,becauſe there would 
bein him Tea and Ny. 724.in that 
he will have every phyſicall ane 
compoſed body to be 1n one onely 
place : Nay,If he would have rhe 
body of his Son which is ſuch, to 
DC 1N ſeveral! places ar ONCC. 

Moreoucr, every true humane 


body 
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body is a mater1all ſubſtance, that 
hath his naturall and inſcparable 

roperties, One of which 1s iy be 
limited, circumſcribe4 and con- 
tzincd in one certaiuc plac e. Take 
away from bodres the dijtance of rt a- 
ces,faith Saint Auſtin, and r62) lball 
be nowhere, and becaule the) ſoall be 
nowhere , they ſhall not be at all, 
And ſpeaking of the body of 
Chriſt, he faith, That if ſore /pace 
be not er ven unto it that may Con 
tarn it after the ſame mane” 4 other 
bodtes are, 1t's bem, 112 ature 1s de- 
ſtroyed, Epiſt.

1 Firſt, That a body like unto

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ours in all things, ſinne excepted, 
ſhould be in an infinite number of 
places at one and the ſame time. 
For they teach it is in as many 
places as there are Maſles ſaid : 
and that it is whole un every 
crumme of the Hoſte, and in eve- 
ry drop in the Chalice, and yet 
budges not from Heaven : neither 
is it inthe ſpace which is between 
both, and by Conſcquent, that one 
and the ſelfe ſame body, may be 
higher and lower than it ſelte, and 
that there is ſome diſtance be- 
tween Chriſts body and the body 
of Chriſt. 

2 Secondly, That a truc body 
hath all its p2rts under one point, 
having the head where the fect arc, 
rhe eyes, mout!, and carcs altogc- 
ther : and by Conſcquent, it hath 
a length without extent, that 1s, a 
length and no length. 

3 Thirdly, That Chriſt did cat 
him- 
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his whole body in his ſtomack, ha- 
ving the inſide out,and the outſide 
in, which is a thing more abſurd 
than if the ſcabberd were in the 
ſword ; For being in the frrord, it 
were in another thing than it ſelfe.

Ir appeareth therefore plainl 

by that wluch hath bin abuve fad, 
That r':&ſe words, Thes 1s my body, 
muſt not be taken lircrally, but fi- 
gurativeiy. 
Neverrthelefſc, our Adverſarics 
are ſo wilfull and obſtinate in this, 
as roafirme ſtill, T i:at theſe words 
muſt he taken liutcraliy and with- 
outa figure : and thar the bread of 
the Maſſe, is tranſubſtantiated-in- 
to the body of Chrift:alledging, 
that God is able to doe it; but as 
I have ſaid already, the Queſtion 
is of his will, and not of bis pow- 
cr. They ſhoull have proved 
firſt, Thar it is his Truth and his 
V+ ill, before rhey goe about to 
tell us of his power. There is no 
opinion 10 extravagant, or. fanta- 


ſticall, 
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ſticall, but may be maintained in 
ſaying that God is powerfull e- 
nough to make it to bee fo. To 
prove a dodrine, onely becauſe 
God is omnipotent; is an open 
confeſſion of their weakeneſle, 
There be ſome things that God 
cannot doe, becauſe he is omni- 
tent. He cannot lye : He can- 
not contradict bimfclfe. Gods 
omnipotencie ought not to be 
2 Cloake unto Error, nor ſerve 
254 refuge to falſhood and Ido- 
latry . Therefore wee muſt ſee 
firſt whether it bce his truth or 
no. 
7. Inthe firſt place, the Apo- 
{tle to the Hebrewes relleth us, that 
Chriſt is like wnto hisbretbren in all 
things, ſinne excepted, Heb. 2.16. 
17. Therefore it is a thing con- 
trarie unto the truth of God, to 
teach that he may be in a million 
of places at one and the ſame _ 
or 
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For to have atrue body, and to be 
like unto his brethren in al things, 
he muſt be in one,and not in many 
places. 

2. Himſelfe tels us that bes 
teaveth rhe world , and goes to the 
Father, John 16. 24. That bee is 
#0 more in the world. John 15. 11, 
That we ſhall have the poore alwayes, 
but we ſhat! not have him alwayes. 
Marke 14. 7. It is therefore a 
thing contrary untothe truth of 
God, to tcach that he is here on 
earth in 2a million of places at 
once. They anſwer to this, that 
we have Chriſt no more viſibly : 
bur that wee have him inviſtbly 
under the Sperres of the bread and 
Wine. 

But that will not ſerve their 
turne. For, to have Chriſt in- 
viſibly,is ftillto have Chrift. That 
man were 2 = that ſhould ſay 


he had no clothes, becauſe they 
arc 
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arc bid ia a trunke. Even !o ie 
were a lyer that ſhould ſay he lia 
not Chriſt, becauſe.be 15 hiduen 
under the Speczes of bread and 
wine. Burt.he faith expretly, wee 
ſhall zot have him alwayes ; lhathe 
leaves the World and goes to th: Fa- 
ther, Sentences which ſhould be 
falſe if hgwere yet in the world 
berwcene: the hands of .a Prieſt 
ſaying Maſfe, or lockt up ia a pix 
or: box . ' And as touching that 
which hec ſaith, cMatth, 28. 20. 
That bee ſhall be with ws unto the 
end of the world : Thatis very truc: 
not according to his/Humane nq- 
ture, bur according to his Divj- 
nity, power and cfthcacie of the 
holy Ghoſt, whereby be gnideth, 
governeth,and ruleth his Church, 
we have Chriſt alwayes, accoriliag to 
the preſence of bis Majeſty, faith 
Stint Auſtin ; £44 according to the 
preſence of his fieſh, it was truly ſaid 

H unto 
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unto the Apoſtles, Te ſhall not bave 
me alwayes, Auguſt, 50 Treatiſe 
upon Saint John, 

3. Saint Peter ſaith, That Hes 


ven muſt contatne bim untill the 
times of reſtitution of al things, which 


God bath ſpoken by the mouth of all 
bis holy Prophets ſince the world be 
gan, As 3.21, Itis therefore: 
thing contrary unto the Truth 
of God, to teach that he is here 


on carth below in the hands of 2 
Prieſt, in as many places as there 

are Maſles ſaid. 
4+ In the Apoſtles Creed we 
beleeve and confeſle, That be « 
ſcended into beaven, and ſits at the 
right band of God the Father, Item, 
That from thence bee ſhall come to 
judge the quick and the dead, There- 
fore it is a thing contrary unto 
the truth of God, to teach that 
he is here below on carth in the 
hands of a Prieſt, in as many 
places 
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places as there art Maſſes ſaid. 
But for aſmuch as they alledge, 
without any reſpe& toGods truth, 
that it is his wil,manifeſted in theſe 
words This is my body : I wil ſhew 
that it is no more his will, which 
cannot be contrary to his truth, 
For the will of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt was to inſtitute a Sacra- 
ment. But in all Sacraments there 
ſhould be two diſtin things ; to 
wit,the (igne, and the thing ſignifi» 
ed ; the one thing terreſtriall, and 
the other celeſtiall, Itwas hjs wil 
therefore that theſe two things 
ſhould be 1n the Sacrament of the 
ſupper, which he inſtituted : that 
He! bread and the wine, which 
are the figne and the terreſtrial 
thing: And his body and bloo?, 
which arc the celeſtiall and ſigni- 
fied thing. The ſignes received by 
the corporal mourh,and the thing 
ſignified by faith, according 19 
H 3 that

that trhich the Apoſtle faith,Chri| 
dwelleth in your bearts by faith. E- 

hef. 3. 17. Whereupon'it'fol- 
Fowerh that it was not his will, 
that the bread and wine ſhould be 
tranſub{tantiared into his body, 
which they ſhould fignifie. And 
indeed, he did nor fay, this is tran- 
fulftantiated into my body: but only, 
This is my body. And thar confor- 
mably unto the ſtyle' of the holy 
Scripture , which giveth alwayes 
to rhe figne rhe name of the thing 
fignified, uſing in all Sacraments 
the word ir for ſgatrfierh. 

But foraſmuch as all the dif- 
ficalry lyeth tpon ' this word #«, 
to know wherher it ought to be 
taken properly, or by ffznifieth 


11 this enunciition, thes 1 my bo- 
ay: T prove that it ought not to 


be taken properly , but by /igni- 
fieth . Here 1s my argument. If 
in all Sacratnents, the fignes doe 

beare 
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beare the name of the things (1g- 
nified : rem, if the word #5, 15 put 
for ſgnifeth or repreſ-nieth : It 
followeth that the bread and the- 
wine, which arc {tgnes in the Sa- 
crament of the Lords Supper, 
ought to beare the name of the 
body and blood of Chriſt. tem, 
that rhe word #s, is put for /ign1{- 
th or repreſexteth. Bur the firſt 
propoſition is true. Here are my 
proofes. 

I, The Circumciſion was a Sa- 
crament among the Jewes, that 
lignified the Covenant of God, 
2s It is: ſaid in tbe 17 of Ceneſs, 
verſ. 10. 2.4.7, Every man-coilde 
among you ſhall be circumciſed, and 
Je ſhall circumciſe the fieſÞ of your 
foreskin, and it [hall be a tchen of 
the covenant betaixt mee and you. 
But in the ſame chapter this Cir- 
cumciſion is called rhe Covenart 
it ſelfe, 1 will make my Covenant

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berweene me and thee, eA's for mee, 
bebold my Covenant 1s with thee. [ 
will eſtatliſh my Covenant betweent 
me and thee. All that is ſaid of the 
Circumciſion ; it was then called 
the Covenant, of the name of the 
thing whereof it was a ſigne. So 
Chriſt following the ſtyle of the 
boly Scripture, did call the bread 
his body. 

2. The Paſchall Lambe was 
alſo a Sacrament among _—— 
which repreſented the paſſeover 
of the Angel that paſſed by in E- 
gypt. Neverthelefle it is called c- 
ven the paſſeover it ſelfe. 4nd thu 
ſhall ye eate it : with your loznes 
girded, your ſhooes 0 your feet, ard 
your ftaffe in your hand: and ye ſhall 
eate it in haſte : for it is the Lords 
paſſeover, Exod. 12. 1t. 

3. The Arkeof the Covenant 
was alſo a Sacrament ny the 
Jewes 5 which repteſented the 
Lord: 
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Lord : but it is called the Lord 
himſelfe in the Word of God, as 
we ſee in theſe words, And David 
he | #79ſe and went with all the people that 
were with bim, from Baal of Juda to 
hel 14g 2p from thence the eArke- of 
| G94 whoſe name is called by the name 

of the Lord of hoſtes that dwelleth up- 
iq 97 #t betweene the Cherubins, 2 Sam. 
6.2. 

4. The Rock from which came 
out waters in the Wilderneſle, 
was alſo a ſigne and a ſacrament 
z | among the from. that ſignified 
the refe&tion and ſpirituall food 
| which the faithfull have in our 
'8 Lord Jeſus Chrift : but itiscal- 
| 1d Chriſt, even by Saint Paul. 
Our Fathers did all eate the ſame ſpi- 
n rituall meate : and did all drinke 
the [ame ſpirituall drin' : ſor they al 
drank of that ſpirituall rock that fol- 
lowed them: and that Rock was Chriſt, 
1.Cor. Io. 3.4- 

H 4 Pani- 
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Paunigarolle in his Leflons; page 
477. decciveth himſclfe crolly, 
being of 0pinton that in this _ 
Chri't is called a rock, and there- 
fore that r:11s word Wis, 15 to be 
taken for 41g, and not for ffe- 
wilytng. t, For 1t it were the {ence 
and mcaning of the Apoſtle, he 
would not have faid that the rock 
was Chriit, but that Chriſt was 
the rocke, 2. Alſo he would not 
have ſ.id in the piſhve tenſe wx, 
bur in the preſent tenſe 'zs : For 
he is alwayes both the fundamen- 
tall and chiefe corner tone of the 
Church: 


3. To diſcerne rhe truth, wee 


muſt but confider the words of 


the Apoſtle : for hee ſaith That 
out Fathers 4d all eate of the ſame 
ſpirituall megate, and did all drink: 
of the ſame (ſprrituall drinke,r,Cor. 
Io. 2. But this ſpirituall mcate 
was the Manya, Exod. 16. 15. 
which 
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whict- he calleth ſpirituall be- 
cauſe it-wis 2 figure of Chriſt: 
Likewiſe, this ſpirituall drinke, 
was the water iſſning forth of the 
rock. Exod. 17.6. Numb. 20.10. 
11. which alſo he calleth ſpiritn- 
z11 drinke, becaufe irs ſigntficati- 
on was ſpirituall. But as by this 
ſpirituall meat, Saint Paul did 
not meane Chriſt himſelfe : 50 by 
this ſpirituall drinke he did not 
underſtand Chriſt himſelfe, bur 
the water that flowed out of the 
Rock. It is therefore cleare e- 
nough, rhat this Rock whereof 
he ſpcakerh, is the ſame whence 
the waters flowed in the Wilder- 
neſſe, which he calleth Chriſt, be- 
cauſe it was a figure of Chrift. 
The which 15 plainely ſhewed 
in the foregoing words of Sea,and 
Cloude. For the Sea, the Cloude, 
and the Rock arcuſed in one and 
the ſelfe ſame kind, and to - 
an

and the ſelfe ſame end. Even fo 
then as it was a true Sea, and a 
true cloude: ſo this Rock was a 
true Rock. And it is ſaid it fol- 
lowed the people : becauſe the 
ſtreames of waters that iſſued 
forth of this Rock, followed this 
people a long time in the Wil- 
dernefle. 

Againe, Chriſt ſaith, That he « 
the true Vine, John 15.1. That be is 
the dovre of the Sheep, John 10. 7. 
And Saint Paul ſaith, That the 
bread which we break, is the Commu- 
n10n of the body of Chriſt, t.Cor.10. 
16. Howbeit the bread is notthe 
Communion it ſelfe, but a Sacra- 
ment thereof. 

As for Baptiſme, S.Paul ſaith, 
That 4y it we are buried with Chriſt, 
Rom. 6. 4. Col.2. 12. becauſe it 
repreſenteth the death of the old 
man, and of our naturall corrup- 
F10n. 

But 
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But without going from the Sa- 
crament, whereof we now treaty 
there is ſufficient matter to ſhew 
plainly, That in theſe words, Thrs 
7s my body, the word #, is put for 
ſignifieth , Or repreſenteth : For 
Chrit faith, This is my body which 
is broken for you. But it we ſhould 
here take this word «, properl 
and without a figure, it would fol- 
low, That the body of Chriſt was 
broken at the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper : which is a thin 
contrary untothe Word of God 
that ſaith, He was not broken, that 
the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled which 
ſaith, that a bone of bim ſhall not be 
broken, John 19.33+36- 

Now we muſt note, That this 
word #, is found here twiſe in the 
ſame place,and within three words 
one of another, viz. This is my b0- 
ay, which is broken for you, ec. 
Theſe ſubtill Do@ors, enemies of 


figures, 
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figures, will take the firſt proper- 
ly, and without a figure, in theſe 
words, Thts zs my body : but in the 
words following , whzch 1s broken 
for you,@#c. they rake it figurative- 
ly, faying, that _— 15 attri- 
buted to the body of Chriſt, be- 


cauſe the ſpecies which cover it, 
are broken by the Prieſt, that is to 
ſay, the colour, the | es the 
meaſures. A brave ſubtilty ; for 
according to this Dodrine, an 


arme thall be broken, becauſe the 
ſlecve that containcth it, is bro- 
ken. 

But here is yet more. S. Luke, 
and S. Paul fay, That the Cup is the 
New Teſtament, &c. Luk. 22. 20. 
x1.Cor.1r.25. Out of which we 
draw this infallible concluften. If 
the Cup, or that which is in the 
Cup, cannot be the new Teſta- 
ment ſubſtantially, but onely Sa- 
cramentally :, It followeth , that 

this 
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this words, ought 'to be expoun- 
ded in this place for ſgn:/ieth or 
reprefenteth. Bur'the firſt is true ; 
Therefore the laſt alſo. 

Our Adverſlarics deny the An- 
tecedent 'afhirming, That the Cup 
or that which is in the Cup, is the 
New Teſtament properly , and 
withour a figure : and perceiving 
very well, that the bread is the 
Lords body in the ſame' kind 'as 
the Cup is the New Teſtament : 
and that if the word, rs, mnft be 
expounded for” //gnrfieth or repre- 
ſenteth, 1n this enunciation, Thrs 
(ap is the New Teftament,gc. that 
it muſt be expounded ſo in this 
enunciation, Thrs ts my body. 

But this' hole 15 too litrle to 
creep out at. For behold, Saint 
Mather faith, That this blood is the 
Llood of the New Teſtament, Mat.26. 
28, Therefore it is not the New 
Teſtament. For even as the foure 

corner 
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corner Cap of a Jeſuite is not a 
—_ : ſo the blood of the New 

eſtament, 1s not the New Teſta- 
ment. 

Adde moreover, that our Ad- 
verſaries tell us, That the New Te- 
ſtament is founded upon the blood 
which they fay is in the Chalice. 
Therefore by their own Dorine, 
it is not the New Teſtament: for 
one thing founded upon another, 
is not the ſame thing with it. 

In ſumme, Chriſt ſaith, This Cup 
is the New Teſtament tn my blood, 
Therefore it is not his blood; For 
a thing which is in another, is not 
the ſame thing in which it is. 

By ſo many expreſle texts, and 
invincible reaſons, is this propo- 
ſition evidently proved ; That in 
all Sacraments,the ſignes do bearc 
the name of the thing ſignified ; 
and that this word *, is put for 
ſignefieth orr& veſenteth ,and Con- 

ſequently, 
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ſequently,that the bread and wine, 
remaining {till þread and wine, at 
the Sacrament of the Lords fu 
r, doe beare the name of the 
body and blood of Chriſt whom 
they figaifie. And therefore the 
meaning of theſe words, thzs is 
body, is, This ſiguifieth or repreſen- 
teth my body : as divers Pathers 
have expounded it, and namely, 
Saint Auſtin in theſe words : The 
Lord made no difficulty to ſay, This 
is my body, when be gave the ſigne 
of bts body. Auſtin againſt Adimen- 
tw Chap. 12. And Tertullian alſo 
in theſe words : Chriſt having ta- 
ken bread and diſtributed it to bis 
Diſciples, made it to be his body, ſay- 
ing this is my body, that is, the figure 
of my body, Tertullzan contra May- 
cion, Chap. 40. Whereby it appea- 
reth that this popiſh doQrin is no 
lefſe contrary untothe wil of God 
than unto his truth manifeſted in 
his Word. CHAP, 
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That it is not £nongh (for to have 
Eternall life) to eate Chriſts fieſh; 
ibut that .we muſt alſo drinke his 
blood; eAnd therefore all (briſti- 
ans tndifferently ought, to com- 
municate under bothbtndes, ac- 
cording to the Commanglement of 
(brift ,,. and the Apoſtle Sazat 
Paul. 


He Pope and his Afſociats

-The ſecond, 
by ſweet alluring ſpeeches where- 
with they cover the poyſonwhich 
theygive untothe {imple todrink, 
It is athing worthy of compaſſi-

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on.to ſee ſometimes theſe Do- 
Rors in the Pulpit torment them- 
ſelves, gnaſh their tecth for an- 
ger, and ſpew out a thouſand inju- 
ries,{landers,&forg'd imputations 
againſt the | —_ ſervants of God, 
and eſpecially againſt Calvin. For 
the veryremembrance of the name 
of that good DoRor, is able to 
make them ſtark mad : mingling 
in their ſermons among their 1n- 
juries, ſome words of Pier re- 
commendation,and praiſecofgood 
workes, to amuſe their hearers, 
and entertaine them in that opi- 
nion, that they preach a true, 
and wholeſome do@rine. This 
is the cauſe thatPapiſts ſometimes 
doe intreat'us to goe heare their 
ſermons. _O filly people, ye have 
not yet learned what the depths 
of Satan are, that can transforme 
himſelfe into an Angel of light 


tor to ſeduce men. Apor. 2.24.Ye 
I hearken

hearken not to Ci:riits warning, 
when he ſich, Beware of falſe Pro- 
phers uhich come "to you 1 ſbeepes 
clothing,hut 1nwardly they are raVen- 
ing u Fes. Math. 7. 15. Ye know 
not that eA-tichrift bath two bornes 
live a Lambe, but ſpeaketh as a Dra- 


g0n, Apoc. 13. 11, Poore ſedw-, 


ced people that feed your ſelves 
with ſhewes of good, wherewith 
they hide the falſhood which they 
give you, without inquiring of the 
truth, ſo caſe to be found in the 
Word of Godto confound your 
DoRors. Aske them but where 
it is commanded in the Word of 
God todeprive Lay men and wo- 
men from the Communion of the 
Cup,as they doe;and ye ſhal make 
them 2s dumb as fiſhes. 

Thoſe red Hats,ard for'd Honds, 
aſſembled at the Conncels ot Con- 
ſtance and Trente, acknowledee in 
the thirteenth and fiſth Seffions 

of 
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of the ſaid Councels, That Chriſt 
did inſtiture the Sacrament of the 
= under both kinds ot bread 
and wine, and delivered it fo to 
his Diciples : Confefſing more- 
over that theuſe of both kjndes 
was very frequent and ordin ry 
| the beginning ot Chriſtian Re- 

ligionzand yet nevertheleſſe, they 
are ſo bold and impudent as to 
put an Azathema upon him that 
ſhall Cay that all and every one 
of the Faithfull ought to receive 
under both kindes the Sacrament 
of the Euchariſt, by rhe commans- 
dement of God. Declaring that 
this cuſtome of receiving under 
one kinde, ought to be held as a 
Law : forbidding every Chriſtian 
to beleceve or teach otherwiſe. Be» 
hold how theſe Doors have ban- 
ded themſelves openly againſt 
Chriſt, whom they have Anathes 
matiſed with the Apoſtle Saint 
I 2 Paul 
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P aul. Our Lord, tor ſaying unto 
his Diſciples when he gave them 
the Cup, Drinte yee all of it: 
Math. 26. 27. And the Apoſtle, 
for commanding to-cvery one of 
the Corinthians, !o-examine hayn- 
ſelfe, and ſo eate of this bread and 
drinke of this Up. I. Corinth.'1 1, 
28. | 
Now, becauſe this is ſufficient 
to make it appeare that the Po 
is contrary unto Chriſt, they Ia- 


bour to put off this blow, alledg- 
ing that Chriſt ſpake to none bur 
ro his Apoſtles, which were - 


ſtours ; and fo, that this priviledge 
of receiving under both kindes,be- 
longs to Prieſts onely, and not to 
Lay men ; but they cannot ſhun 
it ſo; for if Chriſt command 21! 
his Diſciples to doe that which he 
had done in the ſupper: It follow- 
erh that all his Diſciples indiffe- 
rently ought to communicate un- 

der 
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der both kinds;bur the firit is true, 
doe ( {aith he) this in remembrance 
of me. 1. Cor. 11. 24. Therefore 
the laſt alſo. 

And ſeeing that the FTeſuites 
at this day, belides the Conſe- 
quences drawne out of the Word 
of God, doe aske of us ſtill ſome 
expreſſe Texts and Arguments 
whereof the two firſt propofiti- 
ons be in the Scriptures : Here be 
lome. 

whoſoever bids every man to exa- 
mene bimſelſe, and ſo eate of this 
Bread and drink of this Cup ©: coms- 
mardeth all the Faithfull indifferent- 
ly to communicate under both k134s, 

But Saint Paul commandeth eve- 
ry one to examine himſelfe, and fo 
eate of this Bread, and drink of this 
Cu#p,1.Cor.11.28. Therefore be com- 
mandeth al the Faithfulrndifferently 
10 communicate under both kinds. 

Again, whoſoever ſaith tn the $4- 
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crament of the Lords Supper, Drink 
gee all of it : biddeth every one to 
&rinke of this (up,1.Cor.11.28. 
But Chriſt in the Sacrament of the 
Euchariſt ſaith, Drink yee all of it, 
Math.2 6.27. 
Therefore he commandeth every 
one to drink of this Cup,t.Cor.1t. 
Behold ſome expreſle texts and 
coſequences drawn out of the pure 
Word of God, for the prooke of 


our Do@rine, and condemration 


of that of our Adverſaries. 

Our Adverſaries on their part, 
produce ſome places, by which 
they pretend to prove,that Chriſt 
and the Apoſtles have given the 
Communion under the ſpeczes of 
Bread ouely, 

Firſt they produce a place out 
of Saint Luke, who faith, That in 
Emaas, 4s Chriſt ſate at meat with 
the two Diſciples, He took Bread, ani 
bleſſed it , and brake, and gave ti 
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them, and that there is no mention 
made that he gave them the Cup. 
Luke 24. 

Moreover they bring in two 
other places in rhe Acts of rhe 
Apoſtles, whercot the firſt ſaith, 
That The Diſciples did continue 1n 
the eApoſtles doiirine, and tn the 
communion and breaking of breads 
and the other, That the Diſciples 
were gathered tog other to break bread. 
Ads 2.42. and chap. 29.7. From 
which places they doe inferre, 
That it is in the power of the 
Church ro take away the Cup 
from the Lay people : (ince 1n 
theſe places there 1s no mention 
made ofthe Cup, but of the bread 
onely. 

To which I anſver, 1. That 1 
have already brought expreſle 
rexts outof the Word of God, 
hereby it is expreſly commin- 
ded roall Chriſtians todrinke of 
7 hn 
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the cup in the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper : and therefore that 
it is not 1n the Churches power 
to take away the cup from the Lay 
ople. 
Pd It is a manifeſt impiety to 
make uſe of the Word of God 
for to oppoſe and contradit the 
ſame word, pulling for that pur- 
=_ ſome texts as it were by the 
aire and againſt their true mean- 
ing, to eſtabliſh a dofrine con- 
trary unto expreſle textes : which 
is an ordinary thing with theſe 
Romiſh DoRors, as appeareth 
here in this place, where they op- 
poſe the texts here above mentio- 
ned, to theſe two expreſle and 
plaine texts. Drixke yee all of it, 
Math. 26. Let Every man examine 
himſelfe, and fo let him drink of this 
fup. 1.COr.T. 3. 
That even from theſe places 
produced by them, no man can in- 
ferrc 
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ferre that it is in the powerof the 
Church to take away the Cup 
from the people. 1: For in that 
of Saint Zsker, it is not ſpoken of 
the Sacrament of the Lords Sup- 
per, but of a common repaſt, at 
which it was Chriſts accuſtomed 
manner to breake the bread with 
giving of thanks, as you may ſee 
in Saint Aath. 14.19. andin S, 

Luke 9.16. 
2.That though the Sacrament of 
the Euchariſt were meant in theſe 
places, it were no good confe- 
quence to ſay: 1 theſe places there is 
no mention made, but of breaking of 
bread : Therefore there ws 10 wine : 
For under the word Fread , the 
Scripture ſ1gnifieth all rhings ne- 
ceſſary for life, as you may ſee 
in theſe places of the Word of 
God. Ger. 37.35. and chap.473. 
31. 32+ 34+ And though I fay T 
did cate with ſuch a-one, It dorh 
not 
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not follow thac 1 dranke not with 
him. 

3- That if in theſe places the 
Sacrament of the Lords ſupper be 
meant, and there was no wine at 
it: It followeth that neither Chriſt 
nor the Apoſtles dranke at it, 
and conſequently that Prieſts are 
no more bound than the Lay: 
ple to communicate under both 
kindes. Bur de Ryconrs deny- 
eth it in a Treatiſe he made upon

Moreover, it 15 not enough to 
eate the fleſh of Chriſt by faith 
under the ſigne of bread, but we 
mult alſo drinke his blood ſpiri- 
rually by faith under the ſigne of 
the wine, ſeeing Chriſt bath in- 
ſtituted this holy Sacrament un- 
der both ſignes of bread and wine; 
the One ws, 1 broken, and the ©-

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in-remembrance of him:the which 
he chiefly recommmended of the 
Cup, ſaying, Driake yee all of it.

Be- 
fold how they argue. 

Chriſ& Gi his Diſciples, 4s 
my Father hath ſent me, ſo 1 ſend you.

The 
Apoſtle goes on, and faith, That 
this Melchiſedeck was without Fa-

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deſcent, baving neither G—_— of 
dates, nor end of life : but being made 
like unto the Sonne of God, abtdeth a 
Prieſt for ever. Behold then wher- 
inconſiſteth the agreement and-/ſi- 
militude between our Lord Jeſas 
Chriſt and Melcbiſedeck, which is 
not in the matter of the thing ſa- 
crificed, but inthe Order and Cal- 
ling of the perſons ſacrificing : 
which is proved again plainely in 
this, that Chriſt is a Prieſt for ever 
after that Order of Melchiſedeck.

God in his Juſtice 
would not ſuffer that they ſhould 
retain the name which belongeth 
onely to truc Chriſtians, that fol-

for our ſinnes. But our Adverſa- 
ries doe not receive him ſo, feeing 
= have eſtabliſhed their righte- 
oulſneſſe in their own works, by 
which they thinke to deſerve the 

kingdome of God. They will ſay 
indeed, that his blood ſhed upon 
the Crofſe is our Purgatory : but 
they doe eſtabliſh another in an 

Imaginary fire. They ſay that the 
ſacrifice he made upon the Croſſe 
hath taken away our finnes : but 
they have eſtabliſhed another ſa- 

por” fin to blot them away againe z 

and all againſt the Word of God. 

Therefore they cannot boaſt that 
they are Chriſtians, bur rather An- 


tichriſtians, that have rejeed the 
L $ rrue 
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truce Dodrine, for to embrace and 
follow the Doctrine of the Pope 
of Rome, who oppoſeth and exal- 
teth himſelfe above all that is cal- 
led God,or that is worſhipped:So 
that he as God, ſitteth in the Tem- 

le of God ſhewing himſelfe that 
= is God, 2.Theſ.2.4. 

But for as much as the Popes 
Diſciples do cloak this myſtery of 
iniquity with ſome places of Scrip- 
turc,yherby they pretend to prove 
that S.Peter was cſtabliſhed Head 
of the Univerſall Church, and 
Prince of the Apoſtles ; becauſe 
they would maintaine the Pope, 
who by cunning hath cada 
himſelf into that office:I wil ſbew 
in few words that Saint Peter was 
not Prince of the Apoſtles, nor 
head of the Univerſ al Church,as 
they ſay. 

In the firſt place, the Word of 
God tels us, That our Lord Jeſus 

Chriſt 
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Chriſt is the Head of his Church. 
God bath put all things (faith S.P al) 
under bis feet : and gave him to be 
the head over all things to the Chaych, 
which is bis body. Again, He ts the 
bead of the body, the Church : who is 
the beginning, the firſt born from the 
dead : that tn all things he might have 
the preeminence, Ephel. 1. 22. 23, 
Coll. 1.18, By theſe places it ap- 
peares, that S. Peter was not Head 
of the Church ; For Shee which is 
but one body, cannot have two 
heads. And it istono purpoſe to 
ſay thatChriſt is the eſſential head, 
but that S. Peter was the Miniſteri- 
all head : For it is till to make a 
monſter of the Church, in giving 
her two heads. 

Moreover, if S. Peter was mint- 
teriall head of the Church, and 
Prince of the Apoſtles, It muſt be 
by the inſtitution of Chriſt : and 
if itbe by Chriſts inſtitution, this

Upon the ſtrife which aroſe 
twice among the Apoſtles about 
primacy , Chriſt decided their 
controverſie, ſaying unto them, r- 
know that the Prences of the Gentiles 
exerciſe dominion over them, and they 
that are great, exerciſe authority upon 
them , Bus it ſhall not be ſo among you, 
Mat.20.25.26. 

Theword of Godalſo in divers 
places recommendeth humility 
unto us : to become as little chil- 
dren,to be poore. Chriſt propo- 
{cth 
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ſeth himſelfe for an example there- 
of unto his Apoſtles : and will have 
his Apoſtles to be for an example 
unto all the World. That the ſor 
of man(ſaith he) is not come to be mi- 
niſtred unto, but to miniſter, Mat.18. 
1.2.3.and chap.20.28. 

When the Apoſtles were ſent 
to preach, they were ſent as fel- 
lows : the which excludeth ſupe. 
riority, Math.1o. | 

Moreover, Chriſt promiſeth 
unto them, That they ſhall ſit upon 
twelye Thrones, Judging the twelve 
Tribes of Iſrael, Luk.2 2.30. But he 
giveth notunto Peter a more cmi- 
nent place for to preſide, than to 
the reſt. 

When the holy Ghoſt deſcen- 
ded upon them, It was when they 
were all in one place, and withour 
any prerogative, As 2.1.4. 

Sf paulkaith, That there is n0 dif- 
ference between him and them who ſee- 

med 
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med to be moſt eminent, Galat. 2. 6: 
He did not then acknowledge any 
of the Apoſtles to be above bim, 
as head of the Univerſall Church 
and Prince of the Apoſtles. 
Apain,he ſaith, That the Goſpel of 
the WUncircumeiſion mas commetted 
whto bhim,as the Gofpel of the Crrcum- 
ciſion was unto Peter, Galat. 2. 7. 
Behold then, they are equall in the 
labor and miniſtery of the Goſpel. 
The Apoſtles that were at Jeru- 
ſalem, hearing that Samaria had re- 
ceived the word of God : they ſent 
them Peter and Fobz, eAis 8. 14. 
Now.,to be ſent,ſhewes no ſuperio- 
rity ; but,at moſt,cquality of them 
that ſendeth and of him that is 
ſent. For the inferiour never ſen- 
derh the ſfmperiour. I doe verily 
belceve that the Pope would not 
approve of them that ſhould fend 
himto prezch in England. * 
3. Peter was rebuked by _ 
who 
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| I wbo withſtood him to the face. 
The which hee doth after ſuch a 
manner, as he ſhewes well enough 
that he did not eſteem him as head 
of the Church, nor Prince of the 
Apoſtles,Gal.2.11.14. 

. It appears therefore by theſe 
places that S. Peter was not head 
of the Univerſall Church, nor 
Prince of the Apoſtles. It remains 
now to ſee whether he did exerciſe 
that place : and whether the reſt of 
the Apoſiles have yeelded him the 
preheminence. 

At the Councell of 'Feruſelem, 
$.Pzter propounded his opinion ; 
but James, Baſhop of the ſame place 
made the conclufion as Preftdent 
thereof, AFs 15. 7. 13.19. and the 
Letters were not diſpatched in Pe- 
ters name, but in the name of the 
whole Aſſembly : Nevertheleſle, 
this was the place where S. Petey 
ſhould have excrciſed this _

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of Head and Prince among the 
Apoſtles. 

[tem, He is accuſed by the Diſci- 
ples for converſing with the Gez- 
tiles, He makerh his defence and 
excuſe, A#.11. He was then accoun- 
table to his brethren for; what he 
did. 

In ſumme, He calleth himſelfea 
fellow Elder with the Elders of 
the Church, and cxhorteth them 
lovingly as his equals, 1.Pet.5.1, 
Therefore he did not think himſelf 
Head and Prince amongſt them). 

But let us heare a pleaſant obje- 
&ion which the Popes diſciples do 
make forto prove that S. Peter was 
Head and Prince of the Apoſttes, 
S. Peter, ſay they, is the firſt named 
in the Scripture. He was the firſt 
whoſe feet Chriſt did waſh ; The 
firſt that ſpake at the Councell of 
Jeruſalem , The firſt after Chrit 
to whom the Angels did ſpeak : all 


which 
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which prerogatives doe ſhew, that 
he was Head and Prince of the A- 
poſtles. 

This A nt deſerves not an 
anſwer. For if the firſt-named in 
the holy Scriptures, is for thar 
cauſe the ſuperiourthe laſt named 
ſhall be the leaſt and the abjeceſt. 
Now,if that be true : Chriſt and Pe- 
ter (hall fit in the loweſt ranke in 
the Church. For Chrift himſelfe 
is poſtpoſed to S.Peter by S.Pavl. 
Now, this I ſay, that every one of you 
ſaith, I am of Paul, and 7 of Apol- 
lo,and I of Cephas, 4xd 7 of Chriſt, 
1.Cor:1.12 © 7068 alſo names Pe- 
ter the laſt ; Philip, ſaith he, was of 
Bethſaida the (ity of Andrew axd 
Peter, Jobs 1.44. S.Paut alſo pla- 
ccth S. James before ; James,Cepbas, 
and Jobhz who ſeemed to be pillars, 
Galat.2.9. Therefore this is but a 
meerec foppery,brought in a deſpe- 
rate cauſe for lacke of better rea- 
| | ſons. 
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ſons. S. Petey might be among the 
Apoſtles;rhe firlt inageort inzeale, 
or in eloquence, or 1n verrueand 
miracles; but not at all m princi- 
pality-and-ſaperiority of gurifdi- 

Moreover, they atledyz'apaine 
That Chvr(t Taid = Pa Ihe 
Peter,and up944 this rothe will: 1 baild 
my Church. Therefore , ſay they; 
Petey was eſtabliſhed the head and 
foundation of the Church 

I anfirer , That Chre/t did not 
build'npon the perſon of Peter, bur 
upon bimſe)fe;and pon the con- 
feſfion of Faith which Per had 
made :and- therefore this 'conclu- 
fion, Thar S. Petey is head and foun- 

dation of the Church'is falſe. Foy 
other fountateo txn no man lay, tha; 
that is lait), fith'S. Pant, t,Cor.3. 
11. But this foundation which 1s 
laid is (rift Jeſm: Therefore no 
man can lay any other foundation 
than Chriſt Jeſus, Again,

nor tman , but ſomewhar betwixt 
the Divinity and the Hamanity, 
as ſaith rh» G/offe upon thb Clemen- 
traes, and hever made himfelfe to 
bera\fed mot holy Fzthet.

Theren 
on hee anſwereth that the onely 
wy. is, that the Pope may 
make Articles of Faith. Is not. 
that well anſwered > Doubtleſle, 
if the Pope may add to the Sym- 
bole, hee may make Articles of 
Faith. Therefore he ſhould hare

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proved firſt that the Pope may 
add to the Creed, and then it had 
been time for him to tell that hc 
may make Articles of Faith. Bur 
who hath told him that the onely

Mark therefore that De R aco- 
ais doth not ſay that the Pope 
may notadd tothe Creed:but,rhat 
the Articles of faith which he may 
make, he will not place-them as 
thirtcenth,fourteenth,or fifreenth 
Articles of the Creed. I anſwer, it 
matters not : fince the Pope will 
have whatſoever he faith and de- 
creeth in matters of Religion, to 
be received with like credit,autho- 
rity and certainty,as theArticles of 


the Creed. M 4 Wore- 
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Moreover, I deny that the vope 
may add to the Creed, and make 
Articles of Faith. And it is De 
Rgconis part and the reſt of the 
Doors of the Zaman Churchyto 
prove it by p__ texts of the 
Word of God, or by neceſſary 
conſequences drawne out of the 
fame. For lack of which, I main- 
tain that this alone is ſufficient to 
prove that the Pope is Antichriſt, 
ſince he takes upon him that pow- 
er which belongerh onely to God, 
which is to be able toadd to the 
Creed,and make Articles of Faith 
to bind the conſciences of men. 
In a word, it the Pope be wholl 
contrary to ourLord Jeſus Chriſt, 
both in doqrine and in manners : 
It followes hee is that Antichriſt 
ſpoken of in the Word of God; 
Ince to be Antichriſt, is nothing 
elſe but to be contrary to Chriſt, 
But the antecedent is true, I have

But the Pope 
exalterh himſelfe above the Em- 
peror, and above al Kings & Prin- 
ces of the earth : Therefore he is 
contrary unto Chriſt in his man- 
ners. 

2. Chriſts mind did not runne 
upon heaping up treaſures on 
carth ; but his onely care was to 
do the Wil of God his Father.

herefore he is contrary unto 
Chriſt in his Manners. 

3+ Chriſt, willing to ſhew him- 
ſelfe a*patterne of humility, wa- 
ſhedthe feet of his Apoſtles, Johr: 
I3. But the Pope will not be fo 
officious ; but on the contrary,he 
makes others to kiſle. his feet de- 
voutly,out of his ptide. Therfore, 
he is contrary unto Chriſt in his 
Manners. 

4. Chriſt was Crowned with a 
Crowne of Thornes : but it plea- 
ſeth his Holinefſe to weare- three 
Crownes that are not of the like 
marter. 

5. Chriſtwent into Cities and 


Townes, preaching, and ſhewing

the Do@rine of Salvation,Let.8. 
But thePope diſpenſeth with him- 
ſelf handſomely from that labour; 

6. Chriſt commands his A 
ſtles to give for nothing that 
which they have received for no- 
thing, fat. 10.8. But the Pope is 
wiſer than ſo, to give any of his 
wares opratris. 

7. Chriſt teacheth us, That sf 
any man will be his Diſciple and fol. 
low hem that he muſt take up his Croſſe, 
Mat. 10.that is,all manner of aftli- 
&ions and poverty ; denying him- 
ſelfe and his affe&ions. But the 
Pope followes not this precept : 
nd by Conſequent,cannot be put 
or placed into the number of 
Chriſts Diſciples.
